Fiftieth  Anniversary  Birthday  Party,  January,  1953. 
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They  say  that  life  is  just  one  sweet  song,  and 
that's  what  it  was  for  the  class  of  1954  of  Fisher 
Junior  College.  Of  course  it  had  its  blues  along  with 
the  smooth  waltzes.  It  all  began  on  a  cool  fall  morn- 
ing in  mid-September,  1952.  On  that  day,  a  curious, 
excited  group  of  girls  entered  the  impressive  doors 
of  118  Beacon  Street  to  begin  the  long  journey  toward 
graduation  on  June  13,  1954  from  Fisher  Junior 
College. 

But  let's  start  from  the  beginning  and  follow  this 
group  from  their  very  first  uncertain  day.  You  could 
say  it  all  began  with  a  waltz.  Of  course  the  pace  kept 
changing  those  first  few  months  to  many  different 
beats.  The  class  of  '54  waltzed  in  by  electing  as  its 
leaders  Sue  Gortner,  June  Malette,  Moya  Baldwin,  and 
Synia  Bartkus.  As  everyone  was  new  to  everyone  else, 
there  were  many  ups  and  downs  as  we  all  got  ac- 
quainted. To  help  us  all  to  know  each  other,  a  ""Get 
Acquainted  Party"  was  held.  It  was  not  long  before 
most  of  the  girls  had  at  least  a  nodding  acquaintance 
with  the  rest  of  her  classmates. 

Many  of  us  sang  the  blues  when  we  started  ac- 
counting; and  when  those  sets  became  due,  you  never 
heard  such  sighing  and  moaning!  But  we  weathered 
that  storm  and  many  another  together. 

In  October,  interest  for  some  co-ed  activities  be- 
came evident,  so  Fisher  sponsored  a  Barn  Dance  at 
the  ""Y"  and  invited  boys  from  neighboring  colleges 
to  attend.  A  good  time  was  had  by  all  and  the  girls 
expressed  a  desire  for  more  of  the  same.  In  Novem- 
ber, some  of  the  students  went  on  an  historic  tour  of 
old  Boston  and  ended  up  at  Durgin  Park's  for  lunch. 
The  informal  dance  at  the  Somerset  Hotel  on  No- 
vember 22  was  quite  a  success.  In  December  we  had 
our  Dad  and  Daughters'  night.  The  theme  of  the 
evening,  ""Fifty -Year  Revue,"  was  based  on  1953  be- 
ing the  fiftieth  anniversary  of  Fisher  Junior  College. 
One  morning  in  January  we  all  found  invitations  to 
a  birthday  party  on  our  time  cards;  and  lo  and  behold!

it  was  a  birthday  party  for  Fisher!  Refreshments  were 
served  in  the  Gold  Ballroom  that  afternoon  in  honor 
of  Fisher's  iirst  fifty  years. 

Suddenly  at  Fisher,  all  was  silent.  What  was  the 
matter?  —  Midyears!!!  Perhaps  the  best  way  to  de- 
scribe this  time  in  the  life  of  the  class  of  '54  would 
be  ""Stormy  Weather."  But  as  always  we  pulled 
through,  losing  very  few  of  our  classmates. 

There  were  many  more  delightful  times  in  store 
for  us  in  our  Junior  year,  including  the  hockey  game 
at  the  Boston  Garden,  the  Sweetheart  Ball,  the  Globe- 
trotters' game,  and  the  baseball  game  at  Fenway  Park. 
But  the  most  impressive  time  of  our  Junior  year  was 
Junior  Week.  It  was  during  this  week  that  the  Moth- 
ers' Tea  and  Fashion  Show  were  held.  Some  of  our 
own  girls  were  in  the  fashion  show  sponsored  by 
Leeds  Department  Store.  This  big  week  in  our  lives 
as  Juniors  was  brought  to  a  close  with  our  Junior 
Prom  in  the  Gold  Ballroom.  This  was  our  last  social 
event  as  Juniors,  and  it  was  from  here  that  we  waltzed 
gaily  into  our  Senior  year.  We  knew,  as  the  honor 
students  of  our  class  held  the  Daisy  Chain  for  the 
Seniors,  that  it  would  soon  be  our  turn  to  go  forth 
from  Fisher  to  a  new  and  different  life. 

And  now  it  was  September  again  and  we  returned 
once  more  to  Number  118,  this  time  sure  of  what 
we  were  doing  and  with  definite  plans  for  doing  it 
weU.  Gaily  we  hailed  old  friends;  and  with  a  little 
more  confidence  than  before,  we  took  up  the  burden 
of  class  work  again.  Acounting  was  behind  us,  we 
said,  what  could  daunt  us  this  year!  Transcription 
soon  proved  that  acounting  had  been  but  child's  play. 
It  certainly  would  have  been  quite  a  job  to  take  a 
count  of  the  wasted  paper  and  frayed  nerves  at  the 
end  of  a  transcription  class! 

It  was  time  to  elect  new  leaders.  Sue  again  be- 
came our  president  —  an  unspoken  "thank  you"  for 
the  wonderful  work  she  had  done  for  us  during  our 
Junior  year.  Our  other  officers  were  Sallie  Tyler,  Nancy 
Schultz,  and  Ruth  Ann  Cassidy. 


We  soon  saw  that  something  new  had  been  added. 
Not  only  had  our  oflRce  machines  room  been  made 
larger,  but  there  were  several  other  improvements. 
Among  these  was  the  outing  at  Cedar  Hill  planned 
for  us.  Classes  were  dismissed  early  that  day  and  a 
good  deal  of  fun  was  had  by  both  the  experienced 
Seniors  and  the  poor  new  Juniors.  This  was  certainly 
a  step  forward  in  getting  to  know  all  the  newcomers. 

On  November  18,  the  Showboat  Frolics  was  pro- 
duced at  Whitney  Hall,  Brookline,  with  quite  a  profit 
for  the  Senior  Class.  We  were  all  surprised  at  the 
talent  among  us.  Dad  and  Daughter  Night  this  year 
was  again  a  big  success  and  a  lot  of  fun  for  those 
participating  in  it.  In  December  came  our  first  formal 
dance  of  the  year  at  the  Hotel  Somerset. 

This  year  there  were  many  things  planned  for  us 
and  many  which  we  planned  for  ourselves.  Among 
these  were  the  Rodeo,  the  Harvard-Dartmouth  game, 
a  trip  to  the  Gardner  Museum,  a  night  at  "Pops,"  a 
theater  party,  the  Ice  Follies,  and  the  Globetrotters' 
basketball  game. 

Last,  and  best  of  all,  was  the  week  of  our  gradua- 
tion. Class  Day,  with  speeches  full  of  farewells  and 
hopes  for  our  future,  left  us  in  a  nostalgic  mood.  That 
night  our  last  social  event,  our  Senior  Prom,  was  held. 
It  was  wonderful  to  be  together,  but  so  sad  to  think 
of  us  all  scattered  in  so  short  a  time.  The  life  of  the 
class  of  '54  was  coming  to  an  end.  And  so  it  was.  On 
June  13,  1954,  the  girls  of  the  class  of  '54  graduated 
from  Fisher  Junior  College  and  walked  out  these  doors 
of  learning  to  go  their  various  ways,  perhaps  never 
to  return. 

But  as  we  look  back,  we  are  glad  and  grateful  for 
the  short  life  of  our  class.  We  had  many  good  times 
and  passed  through  many  trials  together.  We  shall 
always  remember  the  hard  work,  the  good  times,  the 
helping  hands,  and  the  wonderful  friends  we  made 
at  Fisher.

STUDENT  COUNCIL 

The  purpose  of  the  Student  Council  is  to  act  as  a  liaison  between  the  Administration 
and  the  student  body.  Its  activities  cover  the  discussion  of  school  policies,  assistance  in 
disciplinary  matters,  discussion  of  the  social  and  school  calendars  for  the  year,  planning 
and  editing  the  student  handbook,  and  general  liaison  work  for  the  students. 

The  Student  Council  is  composed  of  four  committees:  the  Social  Committee  which 
handles  all  social  functions  of  the  school;  the  Advisory  Committee  which  meets  with 
members  of  the  faculty  to  discuss  such  things  as  the  type  of  assemblies  the  girls  would 
enjoy;  the  Accessory  Committee  which  handles  the  ordering  of  pins,  blazers,  rings  and 
the  like;  and  the  Service  and  Handbook  Committee  which  handles  any  odd  jobs  that  have 
to  be  done  and  the  editing  of  the  handbook. 

DORMITORY  COUNCILS
